The 
Gettysburg 
Battlefield 
Guides Association marked the 
50th 
anniversary 
of licensed 
guides here at a dinner meet­ 
ing and Ladies' Night Wednes­ 
day evening in the Peace Light 
Inn. 
Jacob Melchior Sheads. local 
history teacher and a guide for 
many years, gave a history of 
the guide service, noting that 
four of the 91 who received the 
first licenses ere still guiding: 
William Shoaler, Ralph Butt, 
Charles 
Haines and 
William 
Abell. 
None of th** four was present 
for the dinner, but the group 
gave a round of applause “ in ab­ 
sentia" for the four. Sheads not­ 
ed that "anyone who has served 
the public for a half century is 
deserving of commendation." 
"PECULIAR" SYSTEM 
Gettysburg’s Battlefield Guide 
system is "a peculiar institu­ 
tion in that it is unique in the 
world,” Sheads said. He noted, 
“No 
where 
else 
are 
there 
men who are examined by the 
federal government, licensed bf 
the government, and serve the 
government in that they pro­ 
vide a service to the public gen­ 
erally, yet work at no cost to 
the 
government, 
since 
their 
fees are paid by the persons 
who employ their services.” 
Sheads raised the question of 
Who was the first guide in Get­ 
tysburg?” 
He 
recalled, 
"Im­ 
mediately after the battle, dis­ 
traught mothers, fathers and 
wives came here to find the bod­ 
ies of their sons and husbands 
who had been killed in the bat­ 
tle.

RARITY OF RARITIES 
Of all the people whom you 
have met. intimately known, or 
loved, has there been a single 
one you have felt you actually 
knew? We sometimes come near 
to this idea, but just when we 
think we have discovered it. it 
vanishes, like a ghost! 
I once came across a state­ 
ment by that fine Scotch essay­ 
ist, Alexander Smith, and made 
a note of it. He said: “The globe 
has been circumnavigated, but 
no man ever yet has: you may 
survey a kingdom and note the 
result in maps, but all the sa­ 
vants in the world could not pro­ 
duce a reliable map of the poor­ 
est human personality.” Should 
this ever be accomplished, that 
one would stand out as a rarity 
of rarities! 
This fact, however, should not 
worry us or give to us unhappi­ 
ness. for we are all in the same 
boat. No one will ever be able 
to circumnavigate any one of 
us, but we can forever go on, 
inviting his or her love and 
trust and keep giving ourselves 
away in lavish and unselfish 
fashion. We can keep shedding 
the “outgrown shell’* of our­ 
selves. building “ more stately 
mansions" in which to house 
greater characters and more at­ 
tractive personalities. 
I believe it was Emerson who 
stated that to be great was to be 
misunderstood.

varied qualities rarely put them 
in the show window. That is 
one reason why so many ap­ 
parently seem neglected until

emergency 
arrives, 
when some watchful eye, that 
has never been idle, noted them 
and called them forth. What 
were these neglected ones doing 
in hiding? They were getting 
ready! 
I think there is a lesson in 
this thought, and that is to give 
credit to everyone with good 
qualities, not expecting anyone 
to prove entirely solvable, but 
always interesting, and from 
whom each of us may profit, 
gaining knowledge and under­ 
standing as human beings.

Blame Cigarettes For IOO

Few realize the extent and 
seriouness of the damage to health 
caused by cigaretto smoking. 
There are IOO deaths a day 
from cancer of the lung in this 
country, and there are an esti- 
mater 500 
additional 
deaths 
each day from cardiovascular 
and pulmonary conditions at­ 
tributable to cigarette smoking. 
The death rate for smokers is 
almost double that of nonsmok­ 
ers among men 35 to 65 years 
af age 
A recent report of the Na­ 
tional Institute of Health indi­ 
cates that the effects of con­ 
tinued heavy smoking are now 
beginning to show up among 
’women. Lung cancer is now IO 
times more frequent in women 
who smoke than in women who 
do not. 
The survival rate for those 
of both sexes who get lung 
cancer is no better than 5 < r 6 
percent. 
And, among heavy smokers, 
SO percent more are hospital­ 
ized than are nonsmokers. 
HAZARDS OF SMOKING 
The American Cancer Society 
is in business to fight cancer, 
and it is our responsibility to 
point out such facta as these, 
to warn people —- especially 
young people — what they may 
he letting themselves iii for Lf 
they smoke cigarettes. 
We are not fighting the tobac­ 
co industry, which is in bual- 
ness to sell cigarettes. We must 
look to the tobacco interests to 
develop a “ safe*' cigarette if 
that is possible. Research should 
be continued to provide a cig­ 
arette, for those who must 
smoke, which will not imperil 
their health and their lives. 
FILTERS INADEQUATE 
Filters are not the answer; 


they are just not adequate to do 
what is needed. Perhaps there 
is no answer. 
But until we have evidence 
that cigarette smoking can be 
enjoyed 
without 
endangering 
life, the American Cancer Soci­ 
ety will continue to inform 
Americans of the risks involved. 
After its own long 10-year ef­ 
fort in this educational area, the 
ACS is encouraged by the stim­ 
ulus and impetus provided by 
the stimulus and impetus pro­ 
vided by the Surgeon General's 
report of January 1964, and the 
subsequent review if progress 
in January 1965. 
There is now a concerted ef­ 
fort by the U. S. Public Health 
Service, state governments, ed­ 
ucational agencies and medical, 
lay and voluntary health organi­ 
zations, to mount a sustained 
program of education regarding 
the dangers of smoking that 
will reach into every city And 
town. 
CHANGE HABITS 
Although at times progress 
seems slow, there is conclusive 
evidence that informed people, 
such as physicians, are chang­ 
ing their smoking habits. The 
steady increase of cigarette con. 
sumption of past years was 
halted for the first time in 1964. 
There is increasing determina­ 
tion that there will be no re­ 
laxing of the educational efforts 
that have brought this about. 
Through 
coordinated 
pro­ 
grams in each state and at the 
national level, the measurable 
benefits of stopping smoking and 
the reversibility of health has- 
ards and disease processes will 
be emphasized. Teen-age pro­ 
grams are being expanded and 
new materials for youths and 
adults alike are being developed. 
There is definite reason to be 
encouraged. Progress to date 
has been more than was ori­ 
ginally anticipated.

The utilization of the X-ray 
for the early detection of cancer 
in the female breast has, during 
the past five years, become an 
almost standardized procedure 
in most hospitals and clinics, as 
well as many physician’s offices. 
CONTRAST MATERIAL 
The use of new contrast ma 
terial to visualize organs deep 
within the body has opened up 
many new avenues for X-ray ex 
ploration in areas hitherto inac­ 
cessible to accurate and mean­ 
ingful X-ray studies. 
In the treatment of cancer, 
various forms af radiant energy, 
such as X-rays, radium, cobalt 
and other radioactive isotopes 
have been developed to a very 
high degree. 
New equipment and the refine­ 
ment of technics now offer to 
cancer patients more opportune 
fiat tor the am e of their disease, 
i i well of relief cf symptom 
and prolongs tine cf life. 
The outstanding accomplish­ 
ments in the past SO years have 
bom in the fields of radioactive 
isotopes and aupervoltage ir­ 
radiation. Since many patients 
referred for them methods have 
advanced or incurable cancer, 
no spectacular group of cures 
cml be cited but in may pa­ 
tients worthwhile palliation has 
bom obtained.

The development cf the spe­ 
ciality of radiotherapy tinder the 
direction of

tive, the daily problem is still 
the many patients who present 
themselves to their physicians 
for treatment. 
For many ofo these, radiation 
therapy is still the treatment of 
choice. Dedicated radiologoists 
are continuing to attack these 
problems, and at the same time 
evolving new and better methods 
of using their skills.

outside Saigon.

There is no such thing as an 
innocent bystander here. 
Particularly if he is a pedes­ 
trian he is fair game for all and 
the only time he isn’t in danger 
cf being run down it during the 
curfew hours between 2 and 
a.m. If he is abroad then he is 
only in danger of being shot by 
the police. 
HEAVY TRAFFIC 
It is said that one reason the 
besieging 
Viet 
Cong 
haven’t 
taken Saigon is that after reach 
mg the outskirts of the city they 
decided it would be hopeless to 
try to fight their way through 
the traffic. 
Saigon 
traffic 
is 
famous 
throughout the Far East. 
It 
starts early in the morning and, 
except for a three-hour siesta 
break, continues until it gets too 
dark to see a pedestrian. 
If you strike one and are 
found at fault you must pay his 
hospital or funeral costs. Rules 
of the road prohibit a motorist 
from pursuing the pedestrian 
across sidewalks or Into public 
buildings. 
"Actually you rarely see a 
pedestrian or bicyclist badly 
injured," remarked a motorist 
who has won an unsafe driver’s 
badge with three eak leaf clus­ 
ters. "The main idaa is merely 
to brush him out of the way with 
your bumper.” 
MUSEUM OF VEHICLES 
The traffic bere is picturesque

impossible.

streets are a rolling museum of 
the history of wheeled vehicles.

A newcomer in town has the 
creepy feeling he is walking 
through a role in a grade B 
movie thriller for which there is 
no script. 
He also feels isolated and 
alone in a sea of general conspir 
acy. Everybody seems to have 
a secret but him. He is left out. 
There is an almost furtive air 
Of close-mouthednesz here that 
is curiously unnerving. Nobody 
speaks out loud. They carry on 
discussions in semiwhispers, as 
if the very walls had ears—and 
I suppose they well may have. 
CARRY BRIEF CASES 
All the white men you meet 
are carrying leather brief cases, 
snd you can’t help wondering 
whether they are bulging with 
terribly secret war papers—or 
just dirty laundry.

NEW SENATOR 
GIVES VIEWS 
ON TOP ISSUES 


_ EDITOR'S NOTE— South Car­ 
olina'! Democratic Sen. Don­ 
ald Russell is the newest mem­ 
ber of the Senate. After less 
than a week on Capitol Hill, he 
gives his views in this exclusive 
interview on subjects ranging 
from segregation to President 
Johnson's 
present 
political 
strength in the South and the 
future of the Negro vote.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Donald Russell, D-S.C., who has 
been called a civil rights moder­ 
ate, said today he feels racial 
segregation "in many areas is 
necessary and ifs for the best 
interest of both races." 
Russell, who resigned last 
week as governor of South Caro­ 
lina and was appointed to the 
Senate vacancy created by ihe 
death of Sen Olin D. Johnston, 
D-S.C., called for compliance 
with the 1964 Civil Rights Act 
but said he opposes the pending 
Negro voting rights bill. 
In an interview with The As­ 
sociated Press, Russell: 
—Said he believes President 
Johnson has lost political sup­ 
port in the South by his advoca­ 
cy of the voting rights measure 
but has "gained immeasurably 
in esteem" by his firm policy in 
Viet Nam. 
SAYS NEGROES MOVING 
—Said Negroes are moving 
out of the Southern states and 
the proportion of white popula­ 
tion is gaining, thus offsetting 
increases in the Negro vote. 
—Said the South seems to be 
moving toward a two-party stat­ 
us politically. 
Here, in answers to questions, 
are some of his views: 
Q. You're a moderate on civil 
rights and represent what is 
called the new South. How do 
you define your role? 
A, I don't know where you got 
the characterization. I have at­ 
tempted in my policies as gov­ 
ernor to be fair and Just to all. I 
do feel that there are areas in 
which it is better for both races 
that we follow the policy of 
some segregation. On the other 
hand we have observed punc­ 
tually and very carefully any 
court orders and we have tried 
to comply with the law. 
POINTS TO RECORD 
I think that is in keeping with 
the feeling of the majority of the 
people of South Carolina, and I 
think we have made quite a 
record in that regard. I think, 
as a result of it, it has contrib­ 
uted to a spirit of racial peace 
that has aided in the growth and 
development of our state. 
Q. You're still in favor of lim­ 
ited segregation? 
A. Yes, I think that there are 
many proposed acts that I don't 
think would be Justified at the 
moment, and I certainly am 
opposed to the voting rights bill 
that is now pending. I do not 
think there is any need for it as 
far as South Carolina is con­ 
cerned. 
I was governor for two and a 
half years approximately and so 
far as I know there was never a 
complaint at any time during 
that period that the literacy test 
had been used to discriminate 
against anyone on account of his 
race, color or creed. We have 
attempted to be fair and just 
and I think the registration 
would show that. 
NOT IN SCHOOLS 
Q. In what specific areas do 
you think segregation 
is the 
nn licv? 
A. Well, I do not believe that 
immediate 
integration 
of 
schools, faculties — and here 
I’m speaking about the public 
schools — would be in the inter­ 
est of either Negroes or whites. 
Q. Yet, you put the first Negro 
into a white public school in 
your state, isn’t that true?

Fireman’s Fund survived the 
1906 earthquake and fire in its 
San Francisco home to grow 
into a sort of American Lloyds 
in risk coverage ventures. 
OSCAR CEREMONY 
It now regularly covers the 
movie industry’s Oscar cere­ 
mony 
television 
broadcasts 
against ad libbing that mJght 
boomerang into slander suits. 
Garrett Redmond, the Fund’s 
manager of excess and special 
risks, responded to the com­ 
pany** first inquiry about cov­ 
ering electronic data processing 
errors. 
R e d m o n d ' ; 
underwriters 
checked around and within a 
month offered a policy to the 
Hawaii data processing firm 
making the first inquiry about 
coverage. 
MINIMUM PREMIUM 
A minimum premium of $200 
a year will cover a single loss 
claim of $10,000 and an aggre­

Coverage to a million dollars

Tim policies do not cover in­ 
ternal losses for a firm pro­ 
cessing its own accounts.

Actually, this is the most impor­ 
tant coverage that insurance 
can give him.’* 
Fireman’s Fund has written a 
dozen policies covering errors 
or omissions in electronic data 
processing. 
“Up to now we haven’t had a 
single loss claim,” laid Red­ 
mond.

But a spokesman for the ad­ 
ministration said today four Mils 
probably will be introduced in 
the House next week, touching 
on all major phases of the dis­ 
crimination problem. 
The first in the series of bills 
was submitted Tuesday — with 
two Democrats as prime spon­ 
sors — calling for expansion of 
the state's Fair Employment 
Act to cover all Pennsylvania 
employers. 
The bill would widen jurisdic­ 
tion of the act to include any 
employer with one or more em­ 
ployes. Under the present act, 
only those employers with 12 or 
more employes are covered. 
OTHERS EXPECTED 
Listed as the first two spon­ 
sors of the bill were Reps. K. 
Leroy Irvis, D*AUegheny, Dem­ 
ocratic caucus chairman, and 
Sarah Anderson, D-Philadelphia. 
Republican sponsors were Rep. 
Alan D. Williams Jr., R-Bucks, 
and minority leader Kenneth B. 
Lee, R-Sullivan.

Interviews will be con­ 
ducted at the hospital Monday, 
May S. 
Applicants are being sought for 
ll types of positions, beginning 
with cooks at $3,324 annually, 
running to a top of $9,545 for an 
office manager-con troller. 
Bills have been introduced in 
the legislature to provide some 
$300,000 to renovate and equip 
the building. 
Cohen indicated the first small 
group of patients may be ad­ 
mitted in June and that renova­ 
tion will be carried out as the 
patient load is increased. 
NEW IN STATE

The people that say remove the 
center plot in the square don't 
stop to think the traffic situation 
it will create. The traffic tieup 
and jams will be enormous and 
I will try to explain what I mean. 
First the town will have to put 
in 4 new traffic lights, one at 
East Middle A Stratton, one at 
Stratton and Water, one at Car­ 
lisle A Water, and one at Wash­ 
ington A Water. These are neces­ 
sary because all the traffic will 
have to go around the blocks now 
since they can’t make left turns 
in the square anymore and you 
will have to put traffic lights in 
the square also. Secondly, traffic 
tie ups st intersections. I will use 
Middle A Baltimore Sts. as an 
example. Traffic going south on 
Baltimore St. that is going to

Although the government has 
set up a five-year program hop­ 
ing to educate all by 1970, offi­ 
cials acknowledge it may take a 
decade to provide adequate ed­ 
ucation for this ever-swelling 
tide of school-age children.

T H I CLEMSON FAMILY 
BURIAL GROUND 
The private burial ground, 
located oh 
the 
Hobbs 
Farm, 
north of Unionville, Frederick 
County, Maryland, bears the 
name of the family who owned 
this particular tract of land for 
many 
years. 
The 
Clemsons, 
however, 
"stepped 
into 
the 
shoes" of an earlier proprietor. 
There was a graveyard on this 
plantation when John Clemson 
came to Frederick County from 
Lancaster County, Pennsylvan­ 
ia, about the time of the Ameri­ 
can Revolution and bought this 
tract. 
According to a descendant of 
John Clemson there was, at one 
time, a stone wall enclosing this 
graveyard. As happened in so 
many similar situations this dis­ 
appeared and was replaced by 
a "post and wire fence," Today 
only a few "leaning remains" 
testify to this later innovation. 
Insofar as can be ascertained, 
under present conditions, the 
plot is roughly circular in shape 
and about 50 feet in diameter. 
The burials do not appear to 
have been made with any partic­ 
ular plan in mind, as to "lay­ 
out." The dead are not buried 
in rows although the majority 
of the graves do face to the 
east. It is not known, with any 
degree of certainty, just how 
many were 
interred here, but 
there must be at least 35 graves. 


The first burials in the Clem- 
son graveyard are designated 
by field stones without inscrip­ 
tions. Undoubtedly these wore 
made 
before 
the 
Clemsons 
bought the farm. At the present 
t im e 
ame 
13 
of 
t h e s e 
crude gravestones are still in 
place. 
Fragments 
of 
other 
markers are scattered around 
the area. The groundhogs have 
been busy and burrowed into 
some of the graves. This all 
adds up to a neglected state of 
affairs. 
Unless 
this 
burial 
ground is given some care and 
attention in the near future in 
a few years all trace of it will 
have disappeared. 
Some historians assert that the 
Clemson family was of English 
descent, others that it originated 
in Sweden. There was a Jacob 
Clemson living in the Swedish 
Settlement, on the Delaware, as 
early as 1656. There is no deft 
nite proof, however, that the 
first James Clemson, of what 
is now Lancaster County, Penn 
Sylvania, was his son. Not too 
much is known pertaining to 
this pioneer but he must have 
been in "very comfortable cir 
cumstances" for be was the 
owner of several thousand acres 
of land. It is said that he was 
twice married the name of his 
first 
wife being 
Sarah . . .? 
Clemson. Apparently she died 
comparatively young and after 
her death the first James Clem­ 
son married Jane Coates, a 
Quakeress.

Thomas Coates, the father of 
Jane 
(Coates) Clemson, 
emi 
grated, with his family, from 
England, in 1682. They were 
saki to be descended from the 
House of Warwick. The Coates 
family were strict members of 
the 
Society

Quakers, and they could claim, 
according to the late Dr. Albert 
Cook Myers, from the "same 
ancestors as William Penn, the 
founder."

Sees Chinese Bomb 
In Next Five Years 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Dr. 
Harold C. Urey, Nobel Prize­ 
winning nuclear physicist, esti­ 
mates Red China can develop 
a nuclear delivery system with­ 
in five years. 
Dr. Urey told members of the 
Overseas Writers Club Wednes­ 
day that the Peking regime can 
produce hydrogen bombs by a 
relatively simple process. 
Urey said Dr. Klaus Fuchs, 
convicted British atomic spy, 
evidently transmitted the tech­ 
nique which the Chinese used 
to develop the gaseous diffusion 
plant used to produce the bomb. 
‘‘If the Chinese are able to 
make a 
g a s e o u s diffusion 
plant,” the University of Cali­ 
fornia physicist said, ‘‘th e y 
would have no difficulty making 
rockets to deliver nuclear weap­ 
ons.”

LBJ HOPES FOR

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson says he is very 
hopeful a way can be found to 
spark Viet Nam peace talks.

Asked about criticism of his 
postponement of planned Wash­ 
ington visits by the leaders of 
Pakistan and India, 
Johnson 
said he had explained to them it 
would be better if they came 
after Congress acts on foreign 
aid, which both will be seeking. 
‘‘So far as I know,” he said, 
‘‘it is a good decision and a wise 
one, and one that I would make 
again tomorrow.” 
SHUNS NUCLEAR TALK 
Johnson, in response to anoth­ 
er inquiry, declined to be drawn 
into a discussion of possible use 
of nuclear arms in Southeast 
Asia but did say, “I have never 
had a suggestion from a single 
official of this government or 
employe 
of this 
government 
concerning the use of such 
weapons in this area.” 
In his statement, Johnson said 
he would continue a Viet Nam 
policy which he described in 
these words: ‘‘Firmness with 
moderation, 
readiness 
for 
peace, with refusal to retreat.” 
Johnson argued that defeat in 
South Viet Nam would endanger 
our own welfare, our own free­ 
dom.” He said that from Mu­ 
nich to the present, the clearest 
lesson of our time is that “to 
yield to aggression brings only 
greater threats and brings even 
mort destructive war.”

Although the jury must re­ 
main out because of the harsh 
April weather, many close ob­ 
servers feel that fan bitterness 
over the Braves’ move to Atlan­ 
ta next year already has been 
feR. 
Milwaukee fans turned out 33.- 
874 strong for the Braves’ 1965 
home opener April 15. However, 
the game was given tremendous 
promotion by Teams Inc., a 
group of civic leaders dedicated 
to 
obtaining 
another 
major 
league franchise. Teams paid 
the Braves $35,000 in buying out 
the stadium tor the opener and 
netted some $13,000. 
NEW LOW TUESDAY 
Attendance dropped to 3,362 
for the second game, played in 
40-degree weather, then 3,391 
paid to see the third outing 
despite another chilly day. Tem­ 
peratures soared into the 60s for 
the fourth Milwaukee game, on 
April 19, but there were only 2,- 
804 paid fans on hand. 
The weather changed abrupt­ 
ly Tuesday and the temperature 
plunged to 40 degrees at the 
start of the game with St. Louis. 
Of the fans who paid, 815 used 
tickets purchased earlier. And 
only 862 tickets were sold at 
windows before the game. 
Ralph Deltorge, Braves’ Sec­ 
retary and assistant treasurer 
in charge of the Milwaukee op­ 
eration with the higher brass 
already headquartered in Atlan­ 
ta, admitted. “This isn’t base­ 
ball weather” as he scanned the 
small crowd.

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GM'S PROFITS 
ROCKET TO NEW 
QUARTER NIGH

— General 
Motors wrote a fabulous page in 
American 
business 
history 
Wednesday, reporting the big- 
gest profit ever made in a first 
quarter by any firm and over- 
shadowing record earnings an­ 
nounced earlier by both Ford 
and Chrysler. 
The $636-million profit topped 
the GM and U.S. industry’s old 
first-quarter high of $536 million 
set last year. It also marked a 
passing the old mark of $602 
new high for any quarter, sur- 
million GM earned in the second 
quarter of 1964. 
On Monday, Ford Motor Co., 
the second largest member of 
the automotive Big Three, re­ 
ported record earnings of $208.8 
million, a 39 per cent increase 
over the similar period in 1964. 
CHRYSLER SIT RECORD 
Chrysler led off last week by 
announcing profits of $56.6 mil­ 
lion. an increase of nearly $3 
million over its old record of 
$53.8 set in the first quarter of 
1964. 
American Motors, the nation’s 
fourth largest auto maker, is 
due to make its first quarter 
report early next week. Its auto­ 
motive sales have run behind 
1964 thus far and its report is 
not expected to be as high. 
GM 
worldwide employment 
averaged 737,963 workers for 
the first quarter and they were 
paid $1.3 billion. These totals 
were far ahead of the previous 
highs, set in the second quarter 
last year, of 690.802 workers 
and $1.2 billion in payrolls. 
MORI DIVIDENDS 
Frederic G. Donner, board 
chairman, and John F. Gordon, 
president, said, “GM car and 
truck production in the United 
States was maintained at peak 
rates during the quarter in or­ 
der to meet the current high 
demand and make up produc­ 
tion 
losses 
resulting 
from 
•trikes in the latter part of 1964. 
“However, in spite of these 
high production rates, invento­ 
ries in the hand* cf dealers at 
the end of the quarter remained 
below the level of a year ago.” 
The 
Donner-Gordon 
report 
snowed net income per share 
for the first three months of this 
year was $2.22, compared with 
$1.87 in the first quarter last 
year and the any-quarter pre­ 
vious high of $2.11 set in the sec­ 
ond three months of 1964. 
GM’s dollar sales for the 
quarter were $5.5 billion com­ 
pared with $4.7 billion in the 
opening quarter last year and 
the corporation’s former record 
quarter of $5.0 billion set in the 
second quarter last year. 
The $636-million profit for the 
opening quarter gave GM a run­ 
ning start toward passing the 
$1.7 billion earned in all of 1964.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
"Lone Eagle” ia striving might­ 
ily to save elephants, white­ 
winged doves, grizzly bears, 
prairie chickens and other wild­ 
life from extinction. 
Why is Charles A. Lindbergh 
doing this? Why is he contrib­ 
uting 
generously 
from 
his 
wealth, why is he twisting the 
arms of friends to do likewise, 
why is he talking the subject up 
seriously, in his quiet, publicity- 
Ay way? 
There are two reasons: 
He is awed by “God's miracle 
of life,” and he knows that 
many of God’s other creatures 
are menaced by mankind’s all-1 
encompassing advance into the 
habitats of animals. 
DRBATSS PROGRESS 
He sometimes wonders 
if 
progress — as typified by his 
solo flight over the Atlantic in 
1927 in the little “Spirit of St. 
Louis” — is worthwhile if it 
leads to the disappearance of 
aperies it took billions of years 
of evolution to produce. 
Lindbergh, now 83, has been 
working quite a while on his 
more-than-hobby. 
His 
intense 
interest in it was highlighted 
this week when it was an­ 
nounced that he had been named 
a director of the World Wildlife 
Fund. 
This organization raises mon­ 
ey to save birds and beasts by 
ouch activities as preserving 
natural habitats of dwindling 
aeries; encouraging law offi­ 
cers to crack down on poachers;

VACANT H TIMES 
This is the same question, put 
another way: If the president 
dies, and there’s no vice-presi­ 
dent, who becomes president? 
Three times Congress tried to 
answer the question, but always 
obliquely, never directly. 
This country has been without 
a vice-president 16 times for a 
total of 37 years when eight vice­ 


presidents

Suppose a president can’t do 
his job but, because of fear of 
losing his office permanently to 
a vice-president who takes over 
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for him, refuses to admit his 
inability. What then? 
And, more unpleasantly, sup­ 
pose an ailing president yields 
temporarily to a vice-president 
and then there is some doubt 
about his recovery and ability 
when he thinks he’s all right to 
resume his job. What happens? 
TAKES 38 STATES 
House and Senate have passed 
resolutions proposing a constitu­ 
tional amendment answering all 
these questions. They have to 
iron out a few differences before 
submitting it to the states. 
Before the proposal can be­ 
come part of the Constitution, 38 
states must approve. This is 
what Congress wants as an 
amendment, spelled out: 
1. When the vice-presidency is 
vacant, the president shall nom­ 
inate a vice-president. He can 
take office if a majority of both 
houses approves. 
2. IIT a president dies or is re­ 
moved from office, the vice­ 
president becomes president. 
3. If a president is too disa­ 
bled to do his job. the vice-pres­ 
ident will be “acting” president 
until he recovers. 
CAN TELL CONGRESS 
4. If a president is too disa­ 
bled to mform Congress, the 
vice-president and a majority of 
the principal officers of the ex­ 
ecutive departments shall so 
inform Congress in writing and 


the vice-president shall act as 
president. 
This will continue until the 
president informs Congress he 
is all right. 
But suppose he thinks he can 
do his job but the vice-president 
and a majority of the principal 
officers of the executive depart­ 
ments don’t. Then what? 
They can tell Congress. If 
two-thirds of both houses decide 
the president is unable to func­ 
tion. the vice-president will take 
over his duties. Otherwise, the 
president will resume his duties.

The majority occur in a great 
crescent. This extends west­ 
ward from Florida through the 
southern states to Texas, up the 
great Central Plain and east­ 
ward through the Midwest to 
Pennsylvania. 
M ANY IN T IX A S 
A 46-year study by the Weath­ 
er Bureau shows that Texas 
can expect 28 tornadoes each 
year, Oklahoma 24 and Kansas 
26. 
From 
there 
the figures 
range downward to one a year 
for states like California and 
New York. There are a few 
states, mostly in the Far West, 


that have an expectancy of less 
than one per year. 
Nearly all tornadoes come 
from the westerly directions, 
most of them occur in the after­ 
noon or early evening, and the 
hours of 4 to 6 p.m. are the

It is 
like trying to predict the strike 
of lightning. 
What’s the best thing to dc if 
a tornado is roaring down? 
The Weather Bureau gives 
this advice: 
GO UNDERGROUND 
Go underground, if at all pos­ 
sible. A tornado cellar, cave or 
underground excavation is the 
best place. 
If caught in the open, move 
at right angles to the path of 
the tornado. If you cannot es­ 
cape, lie flat in the nearest 
ditch, ravine or other depres­ 
sion. 
In city or town, take refuge 
in the strongest building and 
stay away from the windows. 
In homes, the corner of the 
basement nearest the approach­ 
ing tornado (usually the south­ 
west corner) will be the safest. 
lf the house has no basement, 
take cover under heavy furni­ 
ture against an inside wall. 
Doors and windows on the sides 
away from the tornado may be 
opened to reduce damage to the 
building. 
N EAR IN SID E W ALL 
In city schools of strong con­ 
struction, stay near an inside 
wall on a lower floor. Avoid au­ 
ditoriums, gymnasiums and oth­ 
er rooms with large roof area. 
In rural schools of weaker con­ 
struction, children and teachers

Hitler Suicide 20 Years 
Ago Climaxed Berlin Fall 


By JOHN 0. KOIHLIR 
BERLIN (AP) — If you stand 
atop a wooden 
platform 
at 
Potsdamer Plats in downtown 
Berlin and look slightly to your 
left across the concrete and 
barbed wire of the Red wall, 
you will see a grass-covered 
mound. 
Occasionally 
East 
German 
Communist border guards walk 
past the gently sloping, 15-foot 
mound. Sometimes the guards 
walk up on it and observe the 
area around them, watching for 
refugees. 
It is a macabre spectacle, 
considering that under 
their 
feet, beneath this mound, lies 
the tomb of Adolf Hitler’s Third 
Reich — the bunker where his­ 
tory’s murderous madman gave 
his last orders, before shooting 
himself. 
RID GUNS POUNDING 
It will be 20 years ago Friday 
that the fuehrer’s suicide ush­ 
ered in the Goetterdaemmerung 
of Nazi Germany and was the 
climax of Berlin’s collapse in 
flames. 
The guns of the Red army 
were pounding the city and So­ 
viet infantrymen were less than 
a mile from the Reich Chancel­ 
lery. 
Hitler was in his bunker, sur­ 
rounded by a dozen of his faith­ 
ful men, his bride, Eva Braun, 
and his favorite German police 
dog “Bland!.” 
USED CYANIDE 
Rather than 
fall 
into 
the 
hands of the Russians, 
who 
probably would have marched 
Urn through the streets of Mos­ 
cow, he killed himself. Eva 
Braun, his mistress of many 
years and wife of a day, swal­ 
lowed cyanide. The dog was 
poisoned. 
Survivors 
in 
the 
bunker 
wrapped the bodies in blankets 
and tossed the bundles into a 
huge bomb crater outside — 
Adolf and Eva lying side by side 
with the dog on top of both. 
Gasoline was poured over the 
bodies, a match was struck and, 
os the flames shot up, the burial 
party left the scene. 
TRUTH CAME OUT 
Next day, the Nazi radio 
broadcast that the fuehrer died 
“the death of a hero at the head 
of his troops defending the 
Reich capital.** 
But when the war ended, the 
story of his death was pieced 
together 
from 
testimony 
of 
those who survived. 
Over the years rumors bub­ 
bled through the world that Hit­ 
ler had survived; had escaped 
in a submarine to Smith Ameri­ 
ca; had holed up in the Alps. 
Until recently, the Russians 


kept silent about what they 
found. 
FINALLY TALKED 
They finally talked* they said, 
because a West Berlin prosecu­ 
tor had filed charges against 
Hitler to assure his prosecution 
for crimes against humanity if 
he should ever turn up, after the 
expiration of the statute of limi­ 
tations. 
Yelena Rshevskaya, a mem­ 
ber of a Soviet army intelli­ 
gence team charged with ar­ 
resting top-ranking Nazis, said 
in a radio report there was ir­ 
refutable evidence that Hitler 
had died. 
Miss Rshevskaya described in 
detail how the bodies of Hitler 
and Eva Braun were found in 
the bomb crater but did not say 
where the remains eventually 
wore buried. 
Seek Controls On
